Sentenced for 
Robbery Role 


A former Santa Ana police cap- 
tain and private attorney was sen- 
tenced by an Orange County Su- 
perior Court judge to seven years 
imprisonment for his part in a 
$500,000 armed robbery of a New- 
port Beach jewelry store. 


Frederick E. Hopper, 51, was 
sentenced by Superior Court Judge 
James O. Perez following a surprise 

_statement this week by Hopper that 
he was guilty of the robbery last 
March of the Brett- Walker jewelry 
store in Fashion Island. 


As a result of Hopper’s plea be- 
fore jurors, Perez declared a mis- 
trial, which will allow another trial 
for Hopper’s alleged accomplice, 
Hugh Coughran. 


Perez sentenced Hopper to three 
years for the armed robbery, two 
years for using a gun, and two more 
years for loss to the jeweler in ex- 
cess of $100,000. 


Hopper had gained notoriety in 
Orange County in 1964 when he 
was fired from the Santa Ana Police 
Department after being accused of 
misconduct, insubordination and 
other department violations in con- 
nection with an alleged John Birch 
Society chapter. 


He was reinstated by a personnel 
board but later left the department. 

While a Santa Ana lawyer, he 
was sentenced in Reno in 1976 to 
five years in federal prison for help- 
ing a bank robber escape from jail. 
He was on parole from that sen- 
tence when the robbery occurred.
